Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Mortality  of  your  District  for  the  year  1967. 

POPULATION 


The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council)  of  the  District 
is  10,800  as  compared  with  10,800  for  last  year. 

AREA 


The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7  >855  acres,  and  is  situated  on  the 
borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height  ranging  from  about  440  to 
1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and  woollen  goods  and 
synthetic  fibres,  leather  tanning,  iron  turning  and  founding,  oil  and  id  t  refining, 
dyeing  and  finishing,  making  of  bread  and  confectionary,  glue  manufacture  and 
fibre  glass  products,  general  joinery  and  building  contractors. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  in  1967  was  146,  67  males  and  79  females, 
which  is  equivalent,  to  a  death  rate  of  13 . 5  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  219,  123  males  and  96  females,  which  is  equivalent 
to  a  birth  rate  of  20.3* 

There  was  1  still-birth,  1  male,  giving  a  rate  per  1,000  total  (live  and 
still)  births  of  5* 

The  births  exceeded  the  deaths  by  73  and  the  birth  rate  exceeded  the  death 
rate  by  6,8.  The  mean  birth  rate  for  the  past  five  years  was  4*64  above  the 
mean  death  rate. 

For  1966  the  birth  rate  was  18.1  and  the  death  rate  14*5  and  the  averages 
for  the  past  five  years  were:-  Birth  rate  18.8  and  the  death  rate  14*16. 


From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  2.2  above  the 
previous  year  and  1.5  above  the  average  for  the  past  five  years,  and  the  death 
rate  1.0  below  the  previous  year  and  .66  below  the  average. 

For  further  particulars  see  tables  in  the  Report. 
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INFANT  DEATHS 


There  have  been  2  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  1  male  and  1  female,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  rate  of  9*0  per  1,000  live  births,  and  7  deaths  and  a  rate  of 
35.7  for  1966. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  26.7  below  the  previous 
year  and  5*16  below  the  average. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  under  4  weeks  of  age  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of 
nil  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  5  deaths  and  a  rate  of  25 - 5  for  1966.

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One  point  again  worthy  of  comment  is  the  fact  that  1967  was  the  twentyfirst 
year  in  succession  in  which  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  Such  a  long 
spell  without  the  occurrence  of  a  case  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  value  of 
Diphtheria  immunisation.  In  order  to  maintain  this  record,  it  is  essential  that 
parents  should  continue  to  have  their  children  immunised.  It  is  also  again 
pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  1967 »  f or 
this  tenth  year  in  succession.

There  was  1  death  from  respiratory  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

There  were  2  new  additions  to  the  register,  (2  "transfers  from  other 
Districts) .  The  occupations  of  the  new  additions  were  -  Engineer  1  and  one 
unknown. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  no  longer  require  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  keep  a  register  of  Tuberculosis  notifactions ,  but 
the  Ministry  of  Health  urges  that  registers  should  continue  to  be  kept.  A 
register  is  therefore  maintained  of  all  cases  notified  and  statements  forwarded 
to  the  Comity  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  all  admissions  to  and  removals  from 

the  register 
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The  Number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register,  old  and  new  in  the 
district  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  68,  57  respiratory  and  11  non  res¬ 
piratory.  2  cases  were  added  to  the  register,  both  being  respiratory,  10 
respiratory  1  non-re spiratory  cases  were  removed  from  the  register,  leaving  a 
total  of  59  cases,  49  respiratory  and  10  non-respiratory  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Of  the  11  cases  removed  from  the  register,  six  recovered,  one  died  from 
respiratory  tuberculosis,  one  was  lost  sight  of  and  3  transferred. 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the  department  during 
the  year  and  the  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  sets  out  details 
of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  good  work 
throughout  the  year.

SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 

.for  the  year  1967 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
Littleborough  Urban  District  Council. 


Sir, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fourth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1967,  in 
accordance  with  Article  25  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  195'9* 

Comment  is  made  on  several  aspects  of  the  work  but  other  details,  statistics  etc., 
have  been  included  in  your  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  copy 
of  which  is  attached  to  this  report. 

A  summary  sheet  is  also  attached  showing  details  of  the  visits  and  inspection 
made  during  the  year. 

HOUSING  . 


No  new  houses  were  built  primarily  to  rehouse-  tenants  of  existing  unfit 
houses  but  the  Council  completed  the  erection  of  12  two  be drocmed flats  and  14  one 
bedroomed  flats  at  Ealees- 

The  erection  of  80  dwellings  (56  two  bedroomed  bungalows,  22  two  bedroomed 
houses,  16  three  bedroomed  houses,  4  four  bedroomed  houses  and  2  two  bedroomed 
plus  2  shops)  has  commenced. 

Private  development  has  continued  during  the  year  and  at  31st  December  1967 
eighty-eight  were  under  construction  and  seventy-one  houses  have  been  completed. 

Improvement  of  older  houses  has  also  continued  and  discretionary  grant  work 
has  been  completed  at  14  houses  and  standard  grant  work  has  been  completed  at  45 
houses . 

During  the  year  the  Council  considered  a  list  of  one  hundred  and  nine  houses 
and  scheduled  them  to  bo  inspected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts. 

A  further  list  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  seven  houses  were  considered  and 
scheduled  for  improvement. 

Houses  in  the  Garden  Street/Broadfield  Street,  Shore  Fold,  Turfhouse, 

Abbanlcs  Cottages  and  Frederick  Street  areas  involving  forty- two  dwellings  were 
represented  to  the  Committee  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  represent¬ 
ations  being  accepted,  and  confirmed  by  the  Council  were  submitted  as  Clearance 
Areas  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Two  individual  unfit  houses  we re  subjected  to  Closing  Orders  during  the 

year. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  District  is  supplied  in  most  parts  by  the  Rochdale  Corporation  Water¬ 
works  and  the  number  of  houses  connected  to  the  mains  is  3,900* 

The  Council’s  complaint  of  unwholesome  supply  were  found  to  be  valid  follow¬ 
ing  an  inspection  by  an  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 
In  his  report  the  inspector  recommended  - 

i.  that  the  Corporation  carry  out  a  comprehensive  system  of  dosing,  swabbing 
and  flushing  of  the  affected  distribution  and  trunk  mains,  with  the  advice 
and  assistance  of  the  Water'  Reasearch  Association; 

ii.  the  Light  Hazzles  reservoir  be  abandoned  as  a  source  of  drinking  water  and 
the  bloodworms  in  this  reservoir  and  the  Warland  reservoir  be  controlled  on 
the  advice  of  the  Association. 

iii.  the  construction  of  a  storage  tank  at  Lydgate  fed  by  a  boosted  supply  from 
the  Rams den  Trunk  Supply  main. 
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The  Inspector  also  recommended  that  following  the  establishment  of  an 
alternative  supply  to  the  Buersil  balancing  reservoir,  the  V/arland  source  of 
supply  should  be  discontinued  pending  the  provision  of  a  new  treatment  works. 

These  inspectors  conclusions  and  recommendations  were  entirely  endorsed  by 
the  Minister  and  the  water  undertakers  were  urged  to  give  immediate  consideration 
■to  the  programme  of  remedial  works  recommended. 

According  to  information  received  the  Rochdale  Corporation  Water  Works  have 
carried  out  satisfactorily  experimental  works  to  the  Watergrove  treatment  works 
and  arising  from  this,  work  on  similar  lines  are  likely  to  the  Warland  works. 

The  Light  Hazzles  reservoir  is  now  used  only  in  emergency,  and  such 
emergencies  should  only  arise  during  the  winter  months ,  therefore  the  problems 
of  blood  worms  should  not  arise. 

A  general  improvement  of  the  Littleborough  supply  should  be  effected  by  the 
introduction  of  water  from  the  Python  borehole,  and  when  this  is  introduced  a 
new  high  pressure  main  and  other  works  will  be  provided  in  part  of  the  Blackstone 
Edge  area  thus  allowing  the  existing  high  pressure  main  to  be  used  for  low 
pressure  only. 

During  the  year  two  complaints  were  received  of  poor  supplies,  and  nine 
complaints  were  received  of  unwholesome  water. 

On  occasions  when  poor  supplies  were  found  to  be  attributable  to  the  red¬ 
uction  of  the  bores  of  the  private  portions  of  the  pipework  (pressure  in  the 
public  portion  being  satisfactory)  then  use  was  made  of  an  acid  cleansing  method 
of  the  affected  pipes.  The  results  of  this  work  were  satisfactory. 

Sampling  of  both  public  and  private  supplies  was  continued  during  the  year, 
the  bacteriological  samples  of  the  public  supply  being  satisfactory. 

The  results  of  both  bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  of  private  supplies 
were  unsatisfactory.  If  private  supplies  did  not  look  satisfactory,  and  if  they 
were  not  pleasant  to  use  for  washing  purposes  then  there  would  be  a  public  out¬ 
cry  against  such  supplies. 

Although  there  is  no  record  of  an  outbreak  of  water  borne  in  the  Little- 
borough  district  with  unprotected  gathering  grounds  etc.  the  risk  is  ever  present 
and  the  contention  that  the  cost  of  connecting  to  the  public  mains  or  the 
provision  of  equipment  in  all  other  cases  is  too  high  and  cannot  be  justified 
when  the  health  of  those  served  by  untreated  private  supplies  is  at  risk  daily. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  TRADE  V/ASTE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council’s  scheme  for  renewal  of  defective  dustbins  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily,  and  the  number  renewed  was  375* 

During  the  year  ninety-seven  were  supplied  to  new  houses  built  in  the 
district.  Ten  additional  bins- supplied  to  houses  with  central  heating. 

The  Council  resolved  that  houses  provided  with  central  heating  subject  to  a 
written  application  from  the  occupier  be-  provided  with  an  additional  dust  bin 
free  of  charge.  On  receipt  of  an  application  the  matter  to  be  referred  to  the 
Rating  Officer.  Ten  applications  were  received  and  bins  provided. 

A  regular  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  generally  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  but  certain  problems  arise  due  to  the  number  of  men  avail¬ 
able  during  holiday  periods.  The  occasional  use  of  casual  labour  allowed  the 
service  to  function  almost  normally  during  the  periods  when  the  regular  staff  took 
their  annual  leave  entitlement. 

Collection  of  trade  waste  from  shops  proceeded  satisfactorily  and  the 
charge  of  25/-  per  premises  per  annum  was  continued. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  charging  for  accepting  trade  waste  etc.  on  the 
Council’s  tip  at  the  rate  of  20/-  per  load  v/as  continued.  During  the  year 
seventy  loads  were  deposited  on  the  Council's  Hollingworth  Tip,  an  official 
receipt  being  given  on  each  occasion.  It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  depositiohs  in  the  coming  year. 
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The  number  4  refuse  freighter  is  approaching  the  end  of  its  working  life  and 
will  require  replacement  in  the  coming  year,  hue  to  the  increased  number  of  bins 
a  -replacement  vehicle  of  larger  capacity  is  desirable. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  1928/56 

During  the  year  twenty-eight  renewals  of  existing  licenses  were  granted  -under 
the  above  Acts. 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 


The  Council's  policy  of  encouraging  the  conversion  of  obsolete  closets  to  the 
water  carriage  system  was  continued  during  the  year  and  in  order  to  further  this 
policy,  particularly  where  pail  closets  are  used  in  common,  the  Council  continued 
the  payment  of  grants  up  to  a  maximum  of  £10  for  each  unit  of  accommodation. 

haring  1967  five  (5)  pail  closets  and  one  (l)  waste  water  closet  were  con¬ 
verted  to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  in  regular  use  number  109 »  To  abolish  certain 
of  these  closets,  the  provision  of  septic  tanks  would  be  necessary  but  if  improve¬ 
ments  up  to  "standard  grant  level"  were  carried  out  then  at  the  Committee's 
discretion  financial  aid  of  up  to  £400  may  be  available  to  the  applicant. 

In  the  cases  where  houses  served  by  pail  closets  or  waster  water  closets  are 
situated  close  by  sewers  then  a  phased  programme  is  to  be  considered  by  the 
Committee.  Should  the  Committee  decide  to  use  their  statutory  powers  in  this 
respect  then  they  may  also  consider  raising  the  conversion  g.ant  of  £10. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Both  are 
conducted  by  wholesale  butchers  and  result  in  slaughteringin  excess  of  the  normal 
requirements  of  the  district  andinvolve  the  inspection  of  meat  outside  what  are 
normally  regarded  as  office  hours,  and  at  weekends. 

During  the  year  2,731  Bulls,  Bullocks  end  Heifers,  1,457  Cows,  84  Calves, 
13,785  Sheep  and  Lambs  2,692  Pigs  and  17  Goats  were  killed  and  inspected.  Six 
pigs  were  affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  the  percentage  of  these  aifected  with 
other  diseases  or  conditions  requiring  condemnation  of  some  part  or  organ  were 
26.21,  44.61,  1.19',  11.23  and  I.63  respectively. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  during  the  year  was  10  tons,  18  cwt, 

2  quarters,  22  lbs. 

Freauent  problems  axo  se  during  the  year  at  the  Featherstall  slaughterhouse 
due  to  the  high  throughput,  and  to  the  owners concentrating  their  activities  on 
certain  days  only. 

The  Committee  considered  the  reports  of  serious  and  continuing  contravention 
o-f  the  Slaughterhouses  A  ts  and  Regulations  made  thereunder  and  warned  tae 
owners  of  the  consequences  of  any  future  contraventions.  This  particular 
slaughterhouse  being  positioned  close  by  dwellinghouses  and  adjacent  to  a 
junior  school  is  most  unsatisfactorily  placed.  Lairage  space  is  extremely  small 
and  the  restricted  space  for  hides  and  guts  etc.  particulai-ly  ao  times  of  high 
throughput  makes  compliance  with  the  Regulations  almost  impossible. 


Unless  there  is  a  radical  change  in  the  operation  of  this  slaughterhouse 
formal  action  to  secure  compliance  appears  inevitable. 

OTHER  FOODS 

11  tins  of  Meats,  Fruit  and  Fresh  Meat  weighing  134  lbs.  were  also 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  ana  were  disposed  . 
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I'UOD  nie-IENE 


Visits  to  food  premises  in  the  district  continue  to  raise  the  general 
standard. 

It  appears  illogical  however  that  in  1967  anyone  should  need  to  he  reminded 
to  wash  their  hands  after  using  the  closet  for  hand  washing  should  follow  the  use 
of  the  closet  as  naturally  as  the  need  to  use  the  closets.  The  casual  approach  to 
focd  Hygiene  of  a  minority  continues  to  make  the  reminding  necessary. 

The  immense  number  of  meals  prepared  and  solved  annually  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Education  Committee  School  Meals  Service  and  the  absence  of  any  incidence 
of  food  borne  infection  reflects  most  favourably  on  the  supervisory  and  witchen 
staff  concerned. 

The  Education  Committee's  policy  of  continued  improvement  is  much  to.  their 
credit  and  in  addition  to  the  excellent  kitchens  already  in  operation,  several 
sculleries  have  benefitted  from  improvement  this  year.  In  the  second  phase  01 
the  improvements  of  Smithy  Bridge  School  a  kitchen  is  proposed  and  similar  works 
are  proposed  to  serve  the  Caldorbrook  and  Summit  School  children. 

Until  every  school  is  served  from  its  own  kitchen  the  effective  cleansing  of 
food  containers,  used  to  transport  prepared  meals  between  kitchen  and  sculleries 
is  essential.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

In  accordance  with  the  Council's  instructions  the  modernisation  pf  -ho 
public  convenience  close  by  the  Fisherman' s  Inn  at  Hollingworth  Lake  should 
be  completed  early  in  1968. 

The  conveniences  already  provided  have  received  their  usual  attention  from 
vandals  and  despite  efforts  to  vandal  proof  them  a  great  deal  of  damage  has  been 
done . 


It  is  almost  unbelievable  that  all  of  the  damage  is  done  without  some  members 
of  the  public  being  aware  at  the  time  and  unless  information  is  forthcoming, 
which  will  allow  the  Council  to  take  proceedings  against  the  offenders,  the 
nublic  will  have  to  suffer  the  indignities • of  low  standard  conveniences,  during 
the  periods  between  repairs  being  carried  out. 


GENERAL 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  you  for  your  advice,  co-operation  and 
support,  also  to  Councillor  C.  Ogden,  J.P.  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
his  support  at  all  times,  also  to  Mr.  Calvert,  Mr.  Howe  and  Mr.  Percival  for 
their  assistance  throughout  the  year.
